FedBizOpps Designated as Government wide Point of Entry
for Procurement Opportunities

FedBizOpps (www.fedbizopps.gov) has been designated as the single
source for federal government procurement opportunities that exceed
$25,000. The interim Federal Acquisition Regulation was published in
the Federal Register on May 16. It was open for public comment until
July 16, 2001.

The interim rule gave Federal agencies until October 1, 2001 to
complete their transition to, or integration with, FedBizOpps. After
October 1, all agencies must use FedBizOpps to provide the public to
access to notice of procurement actions over $25,000. To give the
public a period to adjust to the change, notices will be posted on
FedBizOpps and published in the Commerce Business Daily from
October 1, 2001 to January 1, 2002. After January 1, 2002, contracting
officers can stop posting notices in the Commerce Business Daily.
